73-yard  touchdown  pass  to  wide  receiver  Rich  Za- 
yas  on  BYU’s  first  possession  of  the  game,  Pitts¬ 
burgh’s  defense  shut  down  the  Cougar’s  offense, 
never  allowing  them  to  launch  their  aerial  attack. 

According  to  Panther  coach  Mike  Gottfried,  “We 
started  off  with  a  little  adversity  right  away.  They 
hit  us  on  a  key  pass  right  off  the  bat.  We  came  down 
and  squandered  a  scoring  opportunity,  but  we 
fought  back.  I  think  playing  here  is  tough  in  front  of 
65,000  people.  They  have  a  noisy  crowd  and  a  good 
football  team.” 

Craig  Hey  wood,  the  Panther’s  260-pound  tail¬ 
back  who  carried  the  ball  33  times  for  136  yards, 
said  he  was  surprised  at  all  of  BYU’s  mistakes  in 
the  first  half,  but  they  just  took  advantage  of  them. 

After  BYU  scored  that  first  touchdown  in  the 
first  few  seconds  of  the  game,  Heywood  said  the 
coaches  told  them  to  stay  calm  and  cool. 

Defensive  tackle  Marc  Spindler  said  he  wasn’t 
worried  at  all  because  he  figured  it  only  took  BYU 
seven  seconds  to  score  that  touchdown  and  “I  knew 
I  had  the  whole  game  ahead  of  me.” 


Much  of  BYU’s  demise  came  at  the  hands  of  their 
qwn  mistakes  —  mistakes  such  as  fumbles,  sacks, 
incomplete  passes  and  penalties. 

According  to  Edwards,  “I  knew  we  would  make 
some  mistakes  with  new  players,  and  we  made  a 
ton  of  them  out  there  tonight.  We  made  enough  to 
last  us  for  the  season.” 

After  BYU’s  initial  touchdown  following  the 
opening  kickoff,  it  took  the  Panthers  10  minutes  to 
begin  their  scoring  drive.  With  5:15  left  in  the  first 
quarter,  Pitt  quarterback  Sal  Genilla  found  wide 
receiver  Hosea  Heard  in  the  end  zone  for  a  47-yard 
touchdown.  Place  kicker  Jeff  VanHorne  converted 
for  the  extra  point. 

Genilla  threw  to  Reggie  Williams  for  another 
touchdown  four  minutes  into  the  second  period, 
with  VanHorne  hitting  the  extra  point,  then  Hey¬ 
ward  passed  to  Bill  Osbourne  for  a  17-yard  recep¬ 
tion  to  take  a  21-7  lead  at  halftime.  " 

During  the  first  few  minutes  of  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  VanHorne  attempted  a  27-  and  a 
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MOSCOW  (AP)  —  West  German 
teenager  Mathias  Rust  apologized  to 
a  Soviet  court  Wednesday  for  flying  a 
single-engine  plane  into  Red  Square. 
He  said  it  started  as  a  mission  of  peace 
but  ended  as  the  greatest  mistake  of 
his  life. 

“My  flight  was  not  the  best  action 
to  bring  this  about.  I’m  very  sorry,” 
Rust,  a  19-year-old  resident  of  subur¬ 
ban  Hamburg,  said  during  nearly  five 
hours  of  testimony  on  the  first  day  of 
trial  at  the  Soviet  Supreme  Court. 

It  was  his  first  public  appearance 
since  he  piloted  a  Cessna  172b  across 
the  Soviet  border  on  May  28  and  set  it 
down  amid  hundreds  of  astonished 
pedestrians  on  Red  Square  near  the 
Kremlin,  the  seat  of  Soviet  power. 
The  flight  led  to  a  shake-up  of  the 
Soviet  military  establishment. 

Rust  faces  charges  of  hooliganism, 
illegally  crossing  the  Soviet  border 
and  violating  international  flight 
rules,  and  he  could  get  10  years  in 
prison.  The  trial  is  expected  to  last 
three  days. 

Dressed  in  a  blue  suit,  a  light  blue 
shirt  and  tie.  Rust  called  himself  “a 
very  sentimental  man”  who  meant  no 
harm  to  anyone. 

He  said  he  wanted  to  meet  with 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  to 
discuss  a  new  political  system  that 
would  bring  east  and  west  together  in 
“full  democracy,  democracy  in  the 
fullest  sense  of  the  word.” 

“I  sought  the  source  of  peace,  and 
the  source  of  peace  is  not  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  but  in  Moscow,”  said  Rust. 

The  youth’s  mother,  Monika,  also 
testified  in  his  behalf,  saying  he 
wished  only  for  world  peace. 

Her  testimony  and  Rust’s  por¬ 
trayed  the  tall,  thin  pilot  as  a  loner 
who  was  worried  about  international 
relations  but  who  never  took  part  in 


the  West  German  peace  movement. 

Supreme  Court  Judge  Robert 
Tikhomirnov  and  prosecutor 
Vladimir  Andreyev  repeatedly  re¬ 
minded  Rust  that  he  could  have  killed 
or  injured  many  people  by  landing  on 
crowded  Red  Square. 

Rust  first  told  Tikhomirnov  after 
the  charges  were  read  that  “I  am 
aware  of  my  guilt,”  but  later  he  said 
he  did  not  acknowledge  guilt  on  the 
charge  of  malicious  hooliganism  be¬ 
cause  he  had  no  intent  to  harm  any¬ 
one. 

“My  flight  did  not  have  any  aggres¬ 
sive  intentions,”  he  said. 

Under  questioning  from  his  Soviet 
lawyer,  Vsevolod  Yakovlev,  and 
prosecutor  Andreyev,  Rust  told  the 
court  that  with  the  perspective  of  the 
last  14  weeks  in  Lefortovo  Prison,  he 
realizes  that  his  approach  was  wrong. 

“I  threatened  the  lives  of  people. 
That’s  my  opinion  today.  I  will  never 
repeat  it,”  he  said. 

“It’s  the  greatest  mistake  I’ve  made 
in  my  life.” 

Asked  why  he  chose  to  fly  illegally 
to  Red  Square  rather  than  ask  Soviet 
officials  for  permission  for  the  flight, 
he  said,  “I  had  to  have  the  echo  of 
world  public  opinion.  That  was  possi¬ 
ble,  according  to  my  opinion  then,  by 
a  flight  that  didn’t  correspond  with 
any  norms.” 

Rust  began  his  journey  with  a  flight 
in  mid-May  from  Hamburg  to  Ice¬ 
land,  the  site  of  last  fall’s  summit 
meeting  between  Gorbachev  and 
President  Reagan. 

After  he  brought  the  plane  down 
between  the  Kremlin  wall  and  St. 
Basil’s  Cathedral,  Rust  said  “I 
waited  for  what  would  happen  next.  I 
only  thought  about  landing  in 
.  Moscow.  What  would  happen  after,  I 
practically  didn’t  think  about.”

i  needs  while  Jeff  (Kerr,  ASBYU 
president)  works  with  coordinat- 
kll  of  ASBYU’s  efforts  and  pro¬ 
as  so  they  meet  students’  needs 
.  effectively,”  said  Daines. 


In  the  past,  the  ASBYU  offices 
have  functioned  within  certain 
perimeters  and  were  somewhat  lim¬ 
ited  because  of  this,  he  said. 

“We  feel  there  are  some  real  stu¬ 
dent  needs  that  weren’t  being  met.  A 
number  of  needs  kind  of  slipped 
through  the  cracks.” 

Daines  said  they  hope  to  meet  the 
needs  of  students  more  effectively  by 
making  the  offices  more  flexible. 

For  example,  the  public  relations 
office  is  now  working  to  promote  stu¬ 
dent  involvement. 

“We  wanted  to  work  student  in¬ 
volvement  into  a  system  so  it  wasn’t 
just  rhetoric,”  said  Daines. 

Their  goal  for  the  public  relations 
office  is  to  “create  an  office  with  the 
mechanism  to  involve  more  students 
and  more  types  of  students  and  to 
start  a  leadership  involvement  pro¬ 


gram,'’  he  said. 

According  to  Daines,  the  Women’s 
Office  was  originally  created  to  foster 
more  involvement  from  female  stu¬ 
dents,  but  since  there  are  many 
women  students  who  are  now  in¬ 
volved,  that  need  is  growing  obsolete. 

The  office  is  now  being  expanded  to 
include  not  only  the  needs  of  women 
students,  but  also  needs  of  minority 
students,  freshmen,  older  students, 
married  students  and  handicapped 
students,  said  Daines. 

“The  Women’s  Office  can  do  more 
than  meet  women’s  needs,”  he  said. 
“We  want  to  achieve  more  diversity 
because  we  want  to  meet  students’ 
needs  better.” 

ASBYU  is  also  trying  to  work 
closely  with  international  students, 
he  said. 

The  athletics  office  will  also  be  ex¬ 


panding  to  fulfill  more  needs;  it  will 
function  more  as  a  school-spirit,  tradi¬ 
tions  office,  said  Daines. 

“We  saw  a  lot  of  traditions  that  had 
been  alive  in  the  past  so  we’re  trying 
to  bring  back  some  of  the  old  tradi¬ 
tions,”  he  said. 

Daines  said  they  are  also  working 
on  a  Student  Advisory  Council. 

He  said  they  will  submit  a  proposal 
on  the  SAC  to  the  administration  by 
next  week. 

The  council  will  be  modeled  after 
the  Faculty  Advisory  Council  and  its 
purpose  will  be  to  represent  student 
concerns  to  the  administration  and  to 
provide  well-considered  responses, 
said  Daines. 

Daines  is  optimistic  that  the  SAC 
will  be  implemented  soon.  “We’re 
finding  that  the  administration  is 
very  open  to  that  idea,”  he  said. 


South  doors  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee 
Library  will  remain  open  this 
semester  and  the  decision  to  close  the 
doors  was  never  a  decision  at  all,  said 
library  administrators. 

“The  point  that  was  lost  in  the  con¬ 
troversy  is  that  no  decision  had  been 
made,”  said  Randy  Olsen,  assistant 
university  librarian  for  Collections 
Development.  “The  closing  of  the 
doors  was  just  a  proposal  to  cut  down 
on  noise  in  the  library.” 

Solutions  to  the  excessive  noise 
level  in  the  library  are  still  being  con¬ 
sidered,  said  Olsen.  “We’re  in  the  in¬ 
formation-gathering  stage  right  now. 
The  matter  is  going  to  be  addressed  at 
many  different  levels  in  the  univer¬ 
sity  and  we’re  willing  to  consider  any 
option  presented  by  any  source.” 

The  ASBYU  office  wants  to  help 
solve  the  problem,  said  student  body 
president  Rob  Daines.  “What  we’d 
like  to  do  is  represent  students’  con¬ 
cerns  to  those  making  the  decisions  in 
a  soapbox  or  a  meeting  with  ASBYU 
executive  council  or  even  an  ad  hoc 
meeting  that  we  pull  together.  We’re 


trying  to  pursue  any  one  of  those 
three  alternatives  right  now.” 

Library  officials  hoped  to  cut  down 
the  heavy  flow  of  traffic  during  class 
breaks  by  shutting  the  doors. 

“Right  now  it’s  quieter  in  the  listen¬ 
ing  center  in  the  Wilkinson  Center 
than  in  some  areas  in  the  library,” 
said  university  librarian  Sterling  J. 
Albrecht. 

However,  the  problem  is  not  really 
locking  library  doors,  said  one  univer¬ 
sity  administrator.  “There’s  a  larger 
problem  here  that  is  the  real  sub¬ 
stance  of  the  matter,”  said  the  official, 
who  refused  to  be  identified. 

“We  can  look  at  the  problem  as  a 
manifestation  of  a  certain  expectation 
of  the  university  educational  aspira¬ 
tions  or  it  can  be  looked  at  as  being  a 
two-fold  problem — structural  and  at- 
titudinal/cultural.  Are  we  going  to 
make  the  library  a  social  hall  or  a  li¬ 
brary?” 

BYU’s  Faculty  AdvisoryCouncil, 
comprised  of  representatives  from 
different  levels  throughout  the  uni¬ 
versity,  will  address  the  problem  in 
one  of  their  October  bi-monthly  meet¬ 
ings,  said  David  Ward,  chairman  of 
the  council. 


Fighting  in  Persian  Gulf 
increases  dramatically 
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MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  Ira¬ 
nian  speedboats  and  Iraqi  warplanes 
attacked  at  least  seven  ships  in  the 
Persian  Gulf  within  24  hours,  and 
U.S.  warships  prepared  on  Wednes¬ 
day  to  escort  more  tankers  through 
the  war  zone. 

The  Iraqis  reported  a  fifth  day  of 
air  raids  on  Iranian  shipping,  oil  fields 
and  other  industrial  targets.  Iran  said 
its  artillery  shelled  military  and  in¬ 
dustrial  installations  in  southern  Iraq 
and  Iranian  planes  struck  in  the 
northern  area  of  the  730-mile  border 
warfront. 

Eighteen  attacks  on  ships  have 
been  reported  and  13  confirmed  since 
Iran  and  Iraq,  which  have  been  at  war 
since  September  1980,  resumed  their 
“tanker  war”  last  weekend  after  a  six- 
week  lull. 

Shipping  executives,  speaking  pri¬ 
vately,  said  the  13  confirmed  attacks 
in  less  than  a  week  compare  with 
monthly  averages  of  six  in  1984-85 
and  eight  to  10  last  year. 

Iran’s  official  Islamic  Republic 
News  Agency  quoted  Prime  Minister 
Hussein  Musavi  as  declaring  Wednes-- 
day  that  a  policy  of  “blow  for  blow  will 
be  pursued  in  a  calculated  fashion.” 

Iraq  began  the  war  on  commercial 
shipping  early  in  1984  in  an  attempt  to 
destroy  Iran’s  economy  with  raids  on 
.  its  oil  installations  and  tankers  carry¬ 
ing  its  crude  petroleum.  Iran  retali¬ 


ated  by  attacking  ships,  usually  in  the 
southern  gulf,  and  stopping  others  to 
search  for  Iraq-bound  cargo. 

Dispatches  from  the  Iraqi  News 
Agency  reported  attacks  Wednesday 
on  two  “large  maritime  targets,” 
which  usually  means  ships,  and  an 
Iraqi  attack  on  a  Cypriot  tanker  Tues¬ 
day  was  confirmed.  Iraq’s  reports  do 
not  identify  ships  attacked. 

Of  11  raids  Iraq  has  reported  since 
renewing  the  shipping  war  Saturday, 
seven  have  been  confirmed  by  Lloyd’s 
Shipping  Intelligence  Unit  in  London 
and  other  independent  sources. 

The  latest  confirmed  Iraqi  raid  was 
on  the  small  offshore  supply  ship  Big 
Orange  14.  It  was  reported  sunk  by 
an  air-fired  missile  late  Tuesday  near 
Kharg  Island,  Iran’s  main  oil  export 
terminal  in  the  northern  gulf. 

One  shipping  source  in  the  United 
Arab  Emirates,  where  the  vessel  was 
based,  said  all  seven  of  its  Indians  and 
Sri  Lankan  crew  were  missing.  An¬ 
other  said  five  had  been  rescued, 
quoting  sources  close  to  the  owners. 

No  one  answered  the  telephone  at 
the  owner’s  office. 

Two  empty  Kuwaiti  tankers  and 
their  U.S.  Navy  escorts  reached  the 
sheikdom  at  the  head  of  the  gulf  Tues¬ 
day.  The  warships  are  expected  to 
make  the  return  trip  with  three  ves¬ 
sels  that  have  been  loaded  and  wait¬ 
ing  for  days.

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South  Korea  to  hold  elections  by  Dec.  20 

SEOUL,  South  Korea  (AP)  —  Government  and  opposition  leaders  agreed 
Wednesday  to  hold  the  first  direct  presidential  election  in  a  generation  by 

They  also  agreed  that  the  government  should  not  intervene  in  labor  disputes 
and  promised  legislation  to  increase  the  rights  of  workers.  But  labor  turmoil 
continued  as  striking  shipyard  workers  went  on  a  rampage  and  autoworkers 
fought  riot  police. 

“It  was  quite  significant  that  we  held  the  first  official  talks,”  Roh  Tae-woo, 
president  of  the  governing  Democratic  Justice  Party,  said  after  his  first 
meeting  with  Kim  Young-sam  of  the  main  opposition  Democratic  Reunifica¬ 
tion  Party.  Roh  is  his  party’s  candidate  to  succeed  President  Chun  Doo-hwan, 
whose  term  ends  in  December. 

Chun  declared  June  30,  after  weeks  of  anti-government  protest,  that  he 
would  accept  opposition  demands  for  such  democratic  changes  as  replacing  the 
electoral  college  with  direct  presidential  elections.  He  also  agreed  to  ease 
government  control  over  unions,  which  has  made  strikes  virtually  illegal  and 
helped  boost  South  Korea’s  export-based  economy  by  keeping  wages  low. 

Labor  Ministry  officials  said  750  strikes  were  in  progress  Wednesday. 
Strikers  generally  seek  pay  increases  of 35-50  percent.  South  Koreans  worked 
the  worlcl’s  longest  week  last  year,  54.4  hours,  but  monthly  wages  averaged 
only  $370. 

Thousands  of  firefighters  battle  blazes 

National  Guardsmen  were  called  out  Wednesday  and  firefighters  flew  in 
from  around  the  nation  to  help  weary  crews  battling  fires  in  four  western 
states  that  blackened  137,000  acres  and  forced  some  people  to  flee  their  homes. 

Some  fires  went  unattended  because  fire  crews  were  needed  elsewhere. 
Dense  smoke  from  some  fires  kept  aircraft  from  being  used  to  drop  water. 

Lightning-spawned  fires  since  Sunday  had  charred  89,115  acres  of  brush 
and  timber  in  northern  California,  swelling  by  20,000  acres  in  less  than  24 
hours.  “There  are  now  910  fires  going,”  said  John  Carter  at  the  joint  state-fed¬ 
eral  fire  information  center  in  Sacramento,  Calif.  “We  have  11,000  people 
fighting  the  fires.” 

The  biggest  single  fire,  in  the  central  Idaho  mountains,  was  a  32-day-old, 
15,000-acre  blaze  being  allowed  to  burn  in  extremely  rugged  terrain  inside  a 
wilderness  area.  Firefighters  at  Pocatello,  Idaho,  were  close  to  containing  a 
fire  that  destroyed  one  house  and  threatened  others  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city. 


Killing  Americans  plan  of  Philippine  coup 

MANILA,  Philippines  (AP)  —  Conspirators  in  plots  leading  to  last  week’s 
bloody  coup  attempt  discussed  killing  Americans  and  burning  CIA  headquar¬ 
ters  in  Manila,  the  government  said  Wednesday. 

A  general  who  commanded  the  army  under  deposed  President  Ferdinand  E . 
Marcos  was  involved  in  plotting  a  military  takeover,  said  the  report,  prepared 
by  President  Corazon  Aquino’s  security  force  and  released  by  the  Presidential 
Palace. 

Aquino,  in  a  national  broadcast  Wednesday,  said  53  people  were  killed  in 
Friday’s  coup  attempt,  including  12  loyal  soldiers,  19  rebel  troops  and  22 
civilians.  Hundreds  were  wounded,  including  her  son,  Benigno  Aquino  III. 

Col.  Gregorio  “Gringo”  Honasan,  who  led  the  coup  attempt,  remained  at 
large,  and  the  military  intensified  air  and  ground  searches  for  him  in  Manila 
and  north  and  east  of  the  capital. 

The  “after  battle”  report  said  Marcos  loyalists  met  July  14  at  a  Manila 
restaurant  to  discuss  “CIA  support  for  destabilization,”  bombing  campaigns, 
the  assassination  of  three  unidentified  Americans  and  “burning  of  CIA  head¬ 
quarters.”  It  did  not  elaborate. 

Farmer  files  new  suit  against  LDS  Church 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Garn  Baum,  who  has  lost  numerous  legal 
battles  attempting  to  show  the  leaders  and  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  conspired  to  drive  him  out  of  his  Utah  County 
cherry-processing  business,  has  filed  a  new  action  under  Utah’s  racketeering 
law. 

Baum’s  previous  suits  and  appeals,  filed  over  a  10-year  period,  were  dis¬ 
missed  and  a  Church-owned  holding  company  took  possession  of  the  18-acre 
property  in  1985. 

But  Baum  has  not  dropped  his  claims  that  a  conspiracy  of  LDS  farmers  and 
the  LDS  Church  drove  him  out  of  business,  allowing  the  Church  to  buy  his 
foreclosed  cherry-processing  plant  for  what  he  claimed  was  a  third  of  its 
appraised  value. 

Baum  filed  a  3rd  District  Court  suit  last  month  raising  the  same  conspiracy 
allegations,  but  adding  charges  that  the  Church,  its  attorneys  and  others 
engaged  in  racketeering  activity  as  recently  as  1985. 


Airlines  to  publish  lost  luggage  info 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Transportation  Department,  trying  to  spur 
the  airlines  into  improving  service,  directed  major  air  carriers  Wednesday  to 
provide  consumers  with  monthly  information  on  flight  delays  and  lost  bag¬ 
gage. 

The  airlines  will  have  to  provide  its  on-time  performance  record  to  the 
department  for  public  distribution  and  include  each  flight’s  on-time  record  in 
the  computerized  reservation  systems  used  by  most  travel  agents,  officials 
said. 

“We  believe  that  disclosure  of  this  information  will  help  reduce  consumer 
frustration  with  airline  delays,”  Transportation  Secretary  Elizabeth  Dole  told 
a  news  conference. 

She  said  the  disclosure  requirements  “should  make  the  carriers  more  re¬ 
sponsive  to  consumers  and  give  them  additional  incentives  to  compete  on  the 
basis  of  better  performance.” 

The  airlines  agreed  to  cooperate,  but  have  argued  that  many  of  the  indus¬ 
try’s  problems  stem  from  shortcomings  in  the  government’s  air  traffic  control 
system  and  overburdened  airports.

Bangerter  considers 
tax  cut,  says  aide

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
Bangerter  administration,  having 
pushed  a  record  $160  million  tax  hike 
through  the  legislature  just  six 
months  ago,  now  is  considering  some 
kind  of  tax  break,  state  officials  say. 

On  Tuesday,  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter 
announced  that  the  state  had  a  $52 
million  surplus. 

His  chief  of  staff,  Jon  Memmott, 
confirmed  Wednesday  that  the  gover¬ 
nor  is  considering  “some  kind  of  tax 
breaks  or  reductions”  if  the  economy 
and  state  revenues  improve  dramati¬ 
cally. 

“We  won’t  know  and  won’t  decide 
until  our  final  revenue  projections 
used  in  formulating  our  (fiscal  1988- 
89)  budget  are  in  in  November,” 
Memmott  said. 

Even  then,  revenues  would  have  to 
be  considerably  higher  than  the  cur¬ 
rent  year’s  budget  before  Bangerter 
—  well  aware  of  the  needs  of  educa¬ 
tion  —  were  to  suggest  a  tax  cut.

ras,  R-Roy,  is  fairly  certain  that  some 
Republican  legislators  won’t  need 
such  reassurances  before  they  push 
for  tax  cuts  —  with  or  without 
Bangerter’s  blessings. 

Karras  believes  some  conserva¬ 
tives  will  introduce  legislation  in  Jan¬ 
uary’s  general  session  to  roll  back 
taxes.  He  says  he  can’t  predict  their 
success  or  impact. 

“Some  of  the  (GOP)  troops  look  like 
they  may  back  away  (from  this  year’s 
tax  increases)  in  January,”  Karras 
said.  “They’re  taking  a  hard  look  at 
their  constituents,  how  they  feel.  It’s 
hard  to  say  if  this  (talk  of  tax  cuts)  will 
go  anywhere.” 

Memmott  said  the  governor  will 
consider  tax  reductions  if  the  state’s 
revenue  picture  warrants  them. 

“We  believe  that  our  current 
spending  program  sufficiently  ad¬ 
dresses  the  state’s  needs.  If  it  ap¬ 
pears  more  money  will  come  in  than  is 
needed  for  the  program,  then  we’ll 
look  at  tax  reduction,”  he  said. 


Provo  may  add  “Freedom  Avenue” 
to  the  name  of  200  West,  if  approved 
by  townspeople  at  a  public  hearing 
next  Tuesday. 

Provo  City  Council  discussed  the 
issue  at  a  council  study  session  Tues¬ 
day  night  and  decided  that  after  the 
hearing,  barring  any  problems,  it 
would  pass  a  formal  resolution  to  add 
the  new  name. 

Gary  Golightly,  Provo’s  economic 
redevelopment  director,  explained  to 
the  council  that  it  would  not  be  chang¬ 
ing  the  name  of  the  street,  but  adding 
to  it.  Residents  can  still  use  200  West 
as  their  address,  but  they  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  use  Freedom  Avenue  instead. 

New  street  signs  will  be  installed 
with  both  names  on  them,  as  well  as 
an  American  flag.  Officials  hope  to 
have  the  new  signs  up  in  time  for  the 
bicentennial  celebration  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  Sept.  18.  “We  want  to  show 
everyone  what  a  great  festival  city  we 
are,”  Golightly  said. 

Because  200  West  is  a  main  thor¬ 
oughfare  and  entrance  to  the  city,  it 
should  show  that,  he  said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — 
Wayne  Owens,  the  only  Democrat  on 
Utah’s  congressional  delegation,  has 
healthy  leads  over  potential  Republi¬ 
can  foes  in  1988,  a  poll  shows. 

The  survey,  conducted  by  Dan 
Jones  &  Associates  for  the  Deseret 
News  and  KSL-TV,  shows  that 
Owens’  job  performance  has  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  61  percent  of  his  2nd  District 
constituents.  Twenty-one  percent 
disapproved  of  his  record. 

The  poll,  published  Wednesday, 
represents  the  largest  approval  rat¬ 
ing  of  any  of  the  state’s  three  repre¬ 
sentatives  but  falls  below  job  ratings 
given  to  Utah’s  two  GOP  senators. 

Two  potential  Republican  chal¬ 
lengers  for  next  year’s  election, 
Sandy  Mayor  Steve  Newton  and  Salt 
Lake  County  Republican  Chairman 
Richard  Snelgrove,  both  would  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them  if  they 
challenge  Owens. 


Snelgrove  would  garner  only  21 
percent  to  Owens’  60  percent  if  the 
election  were  held  now,  while  3  per¬ 
cent  favor  other  candidates  and  17 
percent  were  undecided. 

Owens  said  the  poll  was  encourag¬ 
ing. 

“Republicans  still  hold  a  2-1  lead  in 
numbers  in  the  2nd  District,  so,  as  a 
Democrat,  it’s  good  to  be  so  well 
thought  of,”  he  said.  “I’m  comforted, 
somewhat,  in  knowing  that  the  gover¬ 
nor’s  and  U.S.  Senate  races  will  be 
tough  ones  next  year.  That  will  take 
some  of  the  Republican  heat  off  of  me, 
I  imagine.”

Fifteen-year-old  Ryan  White  was 
diagnosed  in  December,  1984  as  hav¬ 
ing  AIDS. 

He  was  allowed  to  return  to  school 
last  year  after  battling  for  a  year 
against  his  banishment  from  the 
school  system. 

This  year  White  and  his  family 
moved  to  another  school  district  in 
Indiana  to  leave  the  turmoil  still  stir¬ 
ring  in  their  former  area. 

Three  brothers  and  victims  of  Ac¬ 
quired  Immune  Deficiency  Syn¬ 
drome,  Richard  Ray,  10,  Robert,  9, 
and  Randy,  8,  were  reinstated  in 
their  Florida  school  following  a  court 
order  from  a  federal  judge  in  Tampa. 

The  family  has  received  death 
threats  since  that  court  order  and 
their  location  is  undisclosed  after  they 
escaped  a  fire  which  burned  their 
house  to  the  ground  Friday. 

The  fear  that  many  parents,  school 
officials  and  others  have  about  the 
possibility  of  children  with  AIDS 
spreading  the  virus  to  others  at  school 
is  not  based  on  fact.  The  scientific 
evidence  says  AIDS  cannot  be  spread 
through  casual  contact. 

“This  virus  (AIDS)  is  transmitted 
by  intimate  contact,  such  as  sexual 
acts,  or  by  contaminated  blood  and 
blood  products...”  according  to  the 


1987  Encyclopedia  Americana. 

While  cases  have  been  recorded  of 
hospital  employees  who  contracted 
AIDS  by  contact  with  infected  blood 
through  open  cracks  or  wounds  in 
their  skin,  according  to  the  June  1 
issue  of  U.S.  News  and  World  Re¬ 
port,  such  instances  are  not  common. 
They  are  a  far  cry  from  the  type  of 
contact  that  children  have  at  school. 

White  and  the  Ray  brothers  are 
hemophiliacs  who  were  exposed  to 
the  virus  through  blood  transfusions 
or  plasma-based  medication. 

They  and  other  children  with  AIDS 
are  innocent  and  harmless  to  others, 
and  deserve  normal  associations  with 
classmates  and  teachers  in  school. 

I  hope  the  communities  of  these 
children  throughout  the  nation  ac¬ 
quaint  themselves  with  the  facts 
about  AIDS  to  avoid  unwarranted 
prejudice  in  the  future. 

Not  only  would  it  be  the  best,  emo¬ 
tionally  and  physically,  for  a  young 
AIDS  victim  to  live  as  normally  as 
possible,  but  it  would  benefit  the  chil¬ 
dren  around  him  to  associate  with  him 
and  learn  for  themselves  about  the 
effects  of  AIDS  on  others,  since  they 
are  the  ones  who  must  deal  with  it  in 
the  future.

After  all,  separation  of  church  and 
state  are  inherent  to  the  U.S.  Consti¬ 
tution,  whose  birthday  we  are  cele¬ 
brating  this  year. 

But  did  the  founding  fathers  really 
intend  for  their  enduring  words  to  be 
taken  so  literally?  Does  separation  of 
church  and  state  mean  the  two  should 
have  no  influence  on  each  other?  Is  it 
correct  to  assume  religion  has  no 
place  in  the  governing  laws  of  our 
land? 

Any  person  studying  the  writings 
of  the  Constitution’s  signers  would 
question  that  assumption. 

James  Madison,  the  ‘father  of  the 
Constitution,’  said,  “It  is  impossible 
for  the  man  of  pious  reflection  not  to 
perceive  in  [the  Constitution]  a  finger 
of  that  Almighty  hand  which  has  been 
so  frequently  and  signally  extended 
to  our  relief  in  the  critical  stages  of 
the  revolution.” 

To  deny  religion  its  role  in  forming 
our  government  —  past  and  present 
—  is  to  refute  the  beliefs  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution’s  inventors. 

There  are  many  people  in  our  coun¬ 
try  who  would  deny  the  role  of  God 
and  religion  in  politics,  who  maintain 


religion  and  politics  are  two  separati 
entities  that  cannot  coexist  peaceful!; 
and  successfully.  But  as  Benjamif 
Franklin  said,  “The  longer  I  live,  the 
more  convincing  proofs  I  see  of  this 
truth  —  that  God  governs  the  affairs 
of  men.  ” 

Our  country  is  treading  in  danger 
ous  waters  if  it  believes  a  picture  of  s 
church  house  is  a  violation  of  the  Con 
stitution. 

Any  person  who  would  take  offense 
at  the  Salt  Lake  City  teacher’s  bul¬ 
letin  would  probably  be  offended  bj 
the  writings  of  this  country’s  greal 
leaders  and  founders. 

They  were  a  religious  and  God¬ 
fearing  people. , 

The  first  settlers  of  this  country 
came  to  escape  religious  persecution, 
not  to  escape  religion. 

Now,  several  hundred  years  later, 
religion  in  this  country  —  founded  on 
the  basic  principle  of  its  freedom  —  is 
facing  a  related  persecution.  There 
are  many  who  wish  to  obliterate  its 
presence  and  influence. 

In  this  bicentennial  year  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  we  must  remember  the 
words  of  John  Adams,  second  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States.  “Our  Con¬ 
stitution  was  made  only  for  a  moral 
and  religious  people.  It  is  wholly  inad¬ 
equate  to  the  government  of  any 
other.”

Capital  punishment  same  as  murder

Last  week  Utah  watched  the  scales  of  justice  and 
mercy  balance  precariously  as  the  decision  of  life  or 
death  of  a  human  being  was  made.  The  heavy  hand 
of  justice  tipped  the  scales. 

Apparently  to  some,  justice  had  been  meted  out, 
but  that  is  debatable  depending  on  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  justice.  If  it  means  correcting  a  wrong,  then 
the  legal  system  failed  miserably. 

The  death  of  a  murderer  did  in  no  way  bring  to 
life  his  victims.  Probably  one  of  the  main  reasons 
for  Selby’s  death  was  the  vengeance  that  the 
families  of  the  deceased,  the  public  and  members 
of  the  legal  system  harbor  against  criminals. 

Angry,  hateful,  bitter  feelings  are  a  natural  re¬ 
sult  of  vicious  crimes,  but  an  eye  for  an  eye  proba¬ 
bly  does  not  satisfy  those  feelings.  In  the  heat  of  the 
moment  revenge  seems  like  the  best  medicine.  Yet 
Americans  have  failed  to  be  rational  and  look  at  the 
other  aspects  involving  capital  punishment. 

In  an  editorial  published  in  The  Salt  Lake  Tri¬ 
bune,  David  L.  Wilkinson,  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  State  of  Utah,  said  “the  urge  to  avenge  the 
victim  and  pay  back  the  perpetrator  of  capital 
crimes  is  present  in  almost  all  Americans.”  The 
implications  of  this  comment  are  very  frightening 


indeed.  A  desire  for  vengeance  motivates  normally 
rational  people  to  carry  out  the  very  act  they  abhor 

In  his  book  “When  Men  Play  God:  The  Fallacy  of 
Capital  Punishment,”  Eugene  Block  states  that'the 
“urge  for  vengeance  is  a  powerful  and  sinister  moti¬ 
vation  for  demanding  death  for  killers.” 

A  country  that  prides  itself  on  modern  thinking 
and  liberality  has  fallen  into  one  of  the  age  old  traps 
by  believing  that  death  is  the  answer  for  nemesis. 
Where  are  the  more  noble,  human  traits  that 
Americans  left  the  old  world  to  embrace? 

As  a  nation,  the  United  States  cannot  allow  legal 
vengeance.  There  should  be  state  laws  for  a  penalty 
of  no  parole  for  any  killer.  This  would  allow  for 
human  fallibility  in  accusing  the  wrong  person  —  a 
dead  person  cannot  enjoy  vindication. 

It  would  save  enormous  expense  on  appeals.  The 
unfair  and  non-uniform  meting  out  of  the  death 
sentence  regarding  significantly  more  death  sen¬ 
tences  for  poor,  friendless  criminals  and  less  for 
rich,  sophisticated  ones,  would  be  eliminated. 

And  prison  is  no  picnic  or  soft  option  for  a  crimi¬ 
nal. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  a  November,  1986 
Media  General  Associated  Press  poll,  86  percent  of 


Americans  supported  the  death  penalty.  If  sc 
many  favor  this  method  then  why  are  the  execu¬ 
tioners  so  protected  and  made  to  feel  as  if  they  have 
nothing  to  do  with  a  killing? 

There  would  probably  be  few  members  of  the 
public  who  would  step  forward  to  administer  the 
penalty  face  to  face  with  the  killer. 

Coretta  Scott  King,  a  woman  who  has  lost  both  a 
husband  and  mother-in-law  to  murder,  speaks 
against  the  death  penalty,  “The  truth  is,  we  all  pay 
for  the  death  penalty  because  every  time  the  state 
kills  somebody,  our  society  loses  its  humanity  and 
compassion  and  we  sow  the  seeds  of  violence.” 

Americans  need  to  take  a  look  at  their  motives 
for  upholding  the  death  penalty  and  rid  themselves 
of  the  bitter,  destroying  emotion  of  vengeance  and 
realize  that  the  festering  anger  will  create  some¬ 
thing  more  reprehensible  than  the  crime  itself. 

Open,  so-called  legal  anger  leads  young  people 
to  think  it  is  acceptable  to  express  their  anger  in 
such  vile  ways. 

There  is  no  easy  solution  to  the  dilemma,  but  the 
stench  of  death  can  only  be  more  foul  as  the  number 
of  bodies  on  the  pile  increases.

Crowley  apparently  could  not  see 
id  made  the  choice  to  pull  out,  said 
vans.  “She  just  couldn’t  see  around 
|t  (the  bus).” 

The  southbound  car  was  driven  by 
Ui  YU  student  Pamela  Harding,  a  ju- 
or  from  Salt  Lake  City,  who  sus- 
lined  no  injuries. 

I  The  Harding  vehicle,  a  Chevrolet 


Cavalier,  passed  the  parked  UTA  bus 
and  hit  the  scooter,  throwing  Crow¬ 
ley  down  the  right-side  fender  of  the 
car.  Crowley  then  hit  the  doorpost 
causing  the  driver’s  windshield  to 
shatter,  said  Evans. 

According  to  Evans,  estimated 
damage  is  $500  to  the  scooter  and 
$300  to  the  car.  When  asked  if  this 
type  of  accident  is  common  in  the  car¬ 
port  area,  Evans  said,  “No,  not  re¬ 
ally.  This  is  the  first  of  its  type  that 
I’m  aware  of,  and  I’ve  been  here  10 
years.” 

According  to  local  UTA  personnel, 
the  bus  stops  on  BYU’s  east  Campus 
Drive  have  been  there  for  two  years. 


Evans  said  BYU’s  campus  aver¬ 
ages  approximately  300  traffic  acci¬ 
dents  a  year  with  about  20  percent 
being  this  type  of  accident. 

He  said  there  are  three  major 
causes  of  accidents.  The  first  is  people 
basically  failing  to  follow  traffic  rules; 
second,  they  fail  to  yield  and  third, 
they  make  illegal  lane  changes. 

“We  have  selected  auto-pedestrian 
violations  as  our  number-one  viola¬ 
tion  from  8  (a.m.)  to  5  p.m.,”  he  said. 

“For  the  last  two  years,  we’ve  tried 
to  stop  and  explain  the  state  law  (to 
people).  We  plan  to  hit  (auto-pedes¬ 
trian  violations)  real  hard,”  said 
Evans.

“Welcome  to  Brigham  Young  Uni¬ 
versity’s  Telephone  Information  Sys¬ 
tem.”  Sound  familiar? 

Adding  and  dropping  classes  by 
phone  is  a  fairly  new  system  which 
has  expanded  this  year  to  include 
many  more  classes. 

Now  rather  than  wait  in  lines  to 
add,  students  may  do  it  by  phone. for 
many  classes.  But  a  lot  of  students 
have  found  in  the  first  two  days  of 
classes  th  at  calling  378-2192  has  only 


given  them  a  busy  signal. 

The  Registration  Office  has  added 
16  phone  lines  this  semester  to  make  a 
total  of  48  lines  that  students  can  use 
to  call  in. 

According  to  Dean  of  Admissions 
and  Records  Robert  Spencer,  adding 
by  phone  was  implemented  because  of 
pressure  from  students  and  faculty. 
“Everyone,  hates  lines,”  Spencer  said , 
“We  are  just  trying  to  make  it  better 
and  easier  for  students.” 

Spencer  said  that  although  the 
phone  system  was  being  used  to  its 
full  capacity  for  two  days,  it  is  better 


than  waiting  in  lines.  Some  students 
agree. 

“I  like  it,”  said  Christy  Parker,  a 
freshman  ■  from  Alpine,  Utah.  “It 
eliminates  the  hassle  of  going  to  the 
class  if  you  won’t  be  added  into  it.” 

Carol  Smith,  communications  sys¬ 
tems  director,  said  she  feels  the  sys¬ 
tem  we  now  have  is  a  workable  sys¬ 
tem,  but  it  is  frustrating  because  of 
overloaded  and  unworking  lines. 

There  have  been  complaints  of  busy 
phones  when  trying  to  reach  campus 
extensions  during  the  past  few  days, 
however,  Smith  said  the  problem  is 


not  related  to  the  volume  of  people 
calling  to  add. 

Spencer  said  there  are  many  bene¬ 
fits  to  this  system;  it  provides  an  in¬ 
stant  vacancy  in  a  class,  when  using 
an  add/drop  card  would  delay  a  va¬ 
cancy  for  days,  and  students  don’t 
have  to  run  down  a  teacher  to  add. 

Some  students  still  don’t  like  it. 
“I’m  so  irritated!”  said  Debbie 
Reeder,  a  sophomore  from  Cuper¬ 
tino,  Calif.,  majoring  in  music  educa¬ 
tion.  “I  must  have  called  fifty  times 
and  got  nothing  but  busy  signals.”  she 
said.

HOUSTON  (AP)  —  A  corked  bat 
thgt  Billy  Hatcher  claims  he  merely 
grabbed  off  the  bat  rack  may  play  a 
key  role  in  the  National  League  West 
race  if  the  Houston  Astros’  leading 
hitter  is  suspended  for  using  it. 

Hatcher  was  ejected  from  Tuesday 
night’s  game  against  the  Chicago 
Cubs  after  he  was  discovered  using 
a  bat  that  contained  cork. 

Hatcher  had  singled  when  the  bat 
cracked.  He  was  then  ruled  out  and 
ejected  from  the  game. 

Houston  Manager  Hal  Lanier  is 
concerned  about  the  punishment  that 
might  be  assessed  and  the  effect  it 
might  have  on  his  team’s  chances  in 
the  pennant  race. 

“I’m  sure  there  will  be  some  type  of 
punishment,”  Lanier  said.  “We’re  in  a 
pennant  race,  and  to  lose  a  player  the 
caliber  of  Hatcher  could  lose  you  the 
pennant.” 

It  was  the  first  such  ejection  since 
1974,  when  Craig  Nettles  of  the  New 
York  Yankees  was  ejected  from  a 
game  for  using  an  altered  bat. 

The  3-2  loss  to  the  Chicago  Cubs 
gave  the  Astros  a  seven-game  losing 
streak. 

Hatcher  denied  he  had  any  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  bat  being  corked.

UHP  spokesman  Gary  Whitney 
said  the  patrol  intends  to  schedule 
more  than  800  extra  shifts  on  Utah 
roads  during  the  month,  many  of 
them  during  the  Labor  Day  weekend. 

In  addition  to  reducing  the  number 
of  holiday  traffic  deaths,  the  crack¬ 
down  is  intended  to  reduce  the  num¬

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Two  days 
before  his  arrest  for  selling  his  AIDS- 
tainted  blood,  Joseph  Markowski  told 
police:  “I’m  a  prostitute  and  I  sell 
blood  for  a  living,”  a  detective  testi¬ 
fied  Wednesday. 

Los  Angeles  police  detective  Bill 
Pavelic  said  Markowski,  who  is 
charged  with  attempted  murder, 
gave  that  response  when  asked  his 
occupation. 

“He  was  extremely  agitated,  bel¬ 
ligerent,”  said  Pavelic.  “He  used 
scurrilous  language.  ...  He  repeat¬ 
edly  talked  about  the  fact  he  had 
AIDS.” 

Markowski,  29,  whose  case  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation,  has  been  charged  with  four 
counts  of  attempted  murder  for  sell¬ 
ing  his  blood  and  for  having  sex  while 
knowing  he  had  AIDS. 

He  also  is  charged  with  two  counts 
of  assault  with  great  bodily  injury  and 
two  counts  of  attempted  poisoning  for 
alleged  acts  of  prostitution. 

Municipal  Court  Judge  Alban  Niles 
is  conducting  a  preliminary  hearing  to 
determine  whether  Markowski

Pavelic,  who  was  assigned  to  the 
mental  evaluation  unit,  said  that  even 
after  Markowski  told  him  he  had  been 
tested  at  County-USC  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter,  he  did  not  believe  that  the  man 
had  AIDS. 

“I  was  still  dumbfounded,”  Pavelic 
said  of  the  June  23  conversation.  “I 
didn’t  take  it  very  seriously.” 

Even  after  officers  found  a  receipt 
for  a  blood  donation  in  Markowski’s 
personal  items,  Pavelic  said,  “I  still 
wasn’t  convinced  I  had,  quote  un¬ 
quote,  a  crime.” 

He  said  he  ordered  Markowski  held 
for  72  hours  of  psychiatric  observa¬ 
tion  with  instructions  that  he  be 
called  before  Markowski’s  release. 
But  the  next  day,  he  called  and  found 
Markowski  had  been  released. 

Markowski  was  first  taken  into 
custody  June  23,  after  screaming 
“Kill  me!  Kill  me!  I  have  AIDS!”  in  a 
Hollywood  bank  while  attempting  to 
grab  a  security  guard’s  gun. 

Markowski,  diagnosed  as  having 
AIDS  as  early  as  1985,  lost  10  to  12 
pounds  the  week  of  his  arrest. 

Utah  quake 
recorded 

BEAVER  (AP)  —  A  small  earth¬ 
quake  was  recorded  near  this  south¬ 
ern  Utah  community  late  Tuesday, 
but  it  was  not  reported  felt  and  no 
damage  occurred,  authorities  said. 

Ethan  Brown,  senior  staff  seismol¬ 
ogist  at  the  University  of  Utah  Seis¬ 
mograph  Stations,  said  that  the 
tremor,  registering  3.2  magnitude  on 
the  Richter  scale,  occurred  at  11  p.m. 

The  quake’s  epicenter  was  located 
19  miles  north  qf  Beaver. 

“A  small  swarm  of  micro-earth¬ 
quakes  has  been  occurring  in  the  area 
since  last  Saturday,”  Brown  said. 
“Swarm  activity  in  this  region  is  not 
uncommon  and  has  been  seen  in  the 
past.”

U.S.  birth  rate 
hits  record  low, 
longevity  up 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  na¬ 
tion’s  fertility  rate  fell  to  a  record  low 
last  year,  while  life  expectancy 
reached  a  record  high  and  marriage 
and  divorce  rates  dipped  to  the  lowest 
levels  in  a  decade,  the  government 
reported  Wednesday. 

Average  life  expectancy  “in  1986 
reached  a  new  record  high  of  74.9 
years,”  said  the  Center  for  Health 
Statistics,  an  arm  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services.  That 
was  up  from  74.7  years  reported  in 
1985. 

The  highest  life  expectancy  was 
78.9  years  for  white  females,  up  from 
78.7  a  year  earlier.  White  males  saw 
an  increase  from  71.8  to  72.0  years. 

Black  life  expectancy  rose  from 
65.3  to  65.5  years  for  men,  but  de¬ 
clined  from  73.7  to  73.6  years  for 
women,  the  center’s  annual  summary 
of  vital  statistics  reported. 

Births  totaled  3,731,000,  down 
18,000  from  1985. 

That  represented  64.9  live  births 
per  1,000  women  aged  15  to  44,  2  per¬ 
cent  below  last  year  and  the  lowest 
rate  ever  recorded  in  the  United 
States,  the  report  said. 

The  drop  reflects  the  trend  of  re¬ 
cent  years,  as  many  young  people  I 
have  postponed  marriage  and  families 
to  pursue  education  and  careers. 

'  Social  scientists  have  debated  in  re¬ 
cent  years  whether  this  represents 
merely  a  delay  in  having  children  or  a 
decision  not  to  have  families. 

Only  time  will  disclose  the  answer 
as  the  children  of  the  post-World  War 
II  Baby  Boom  pass  through  their 
prime  childbearing  years.

Group  needed  to  develop  AIDS  policy 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
United  States  needs  to  devise  a  na¬ 
tional  policy  on  AIDS,  but  there  is  no 
group  in  place  to  draft  such  a  plan  to 
see  that  all  avenues  are  followed  in 
combating  the  disease,  experts  are 
warning. 

At  a  meeting  Tuesday  sponsored 
by  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences’ 
Institute  of  Medicine,  scientists  and 
laymen  said  a  body  is  needed  to  coor¬ 
dinate  public  and  private  research  on 
AIDS. 

Dr.  Samuel  Thier,  president  of  the 


institute,  said  there  is  no  national 
strategy  on  AIDS,  which  is  causing  a 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  organizations 
charged  with  finding  solutions  to 
problems  stemming  from  the  disease. 

Paul  Rogers,  a  former  congress¬ 
man  who  chaired  the  House  Health 
and  Environment  Subcommittee, 
said  the  newly  appointed  President’s 
Commission  on  AIDS  is  supposed  to 
help  draft  a  national  agenda  on  the 
disease,  but  only  has  a  one-year 
lifespan  and  too  broad  a  mandate  to  do 
the  job.

LONDON  (AP)  —  Home  Secretary 
Douglas  Hurd  has  agreed  to  the  ex¬ 
tradition  of  26  Liverpool  soccer  fans 
to  Belgium  to  face  manslaughter 
charges  in  connection  with  the  1985 
Heysel  Stadium  disaster,  the  govern¬ 
ment  announced  today. 

A  Home  Office  statement  said 
Hurd  had  signed  warrantees  under 
Britain’s  extradition  act  “so  that  the 
26  people  accused  of  offenses  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Heysel  Stadium  dis¬ 
aster  may  be  extradited  to  Belgium  to 


face  trial.” 

Sir  Harry  Livermore,  an  attorney 
representing  11  of  the  British  fans 
being  sent  back  to  Belgium,  conceded 
defeat  in  his  long  campaign  to  have 
them  tried  at  home.  “I  think  it  (the 
extradition)  was  inevitable,”  Liver¬ 
more  said. 

The  Liverpool  fans  were  arrested 
on  manslaughter  charges  following- 
fierce  rioting  in  which  39  people  died 
at  the  May,  1985  European  Champi¬ 
ons  Cup  final  in  Brussels  between 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Most  pub¬ 
lic  school  teachers  in  a  national  survey 
rated  the  widespread  practice  of  leav¬ 
ing  children  on  their  own  after  school 
as  the  biggest  cause  of  youngsters’ 
difficulties  in  the  classroom. 

Parents  questioned  separately  for 
the  Louis  Harris  and  Associates  sur¬ 
vey  also  expressed  concern  about  the 
latchkey  child  phenomenon,  which 
has  spread  as  more  and  more  parents 
take  jobs  outside  the  home. 

Forty-one  percent  of  the  2,000  par¬ 
ents  surveyed  said  they  leave  their 
child  on  his  or  her  own  between  the 
end  of  school  and  5:30  p.m.  at  least 
once  a  week.  Almost  25  percent  of  the 
parents  left  them  alone  every  day.

Latchkey  kids  most  likely 
to  have  school  problems , 
says  national  teachers'  poll 


Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Co.,  was 
released  Wednesday  at  the  National 
Press  Club. 

The  poll  found  morale  on  the  up¬ 
swing  among  the  1,000  teachers  sur¬ 
veyed,  with  younger  instructors  say¬ 
ing  they  are  less  tempted  to  defect 
from  careers  in  the  classroom. 

The  percentage  of  teachers  saying 
they  were  satisfied  with  their  jobs 
rose  in  the  past  year  from  81  to  85 
percent,  while  the  proportion  indicat¬ 
ing  they  were  likely  to  leave  the  pro¬ 
fession  within  five  years  fell  from  27 
to  22  percent. 

Only  20  percent  of  those  with  less 
than  five  years  experience  said  they 
expected  to  switch  careers,  down 
from  39  percent  in  a  1986  Harris  sur¬ 
vey. 


COPENHAGEN,  Denmark  (AP) 
—  A  teenager’s  obsession  with  com¬ 
puters  gave  him  a  mechanical  mental¬ 
ity  that  finally  drove  him  to  a  mental 
hospital  with  “computer  syndrome,” 
a  Danish  medical  journal  said. 

The  unidentified  18-year-old  be¬ 
came  interested  in  computers  at  the 
age  of  eight  and  spent  most  of  his  free 
time  from  the  age  of  10  with  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  computer  equipment,  the 
Weekly  Journal  for  Doctors  reported 
Tuesday. 

He  began  to  think  and  dream  in 
computer  language,  the  journal  said. 

“For  example,  I  could  wake  up  in 
the  night  and  think:  Line  10,  go  to  the 
bathroom,  line  11,  go  on,  line  12,  and 
so  on,”  he  was  quoted  as  saying. 

The  teenager  spent  12  to  16  hours  a 
day  at  the  computer,  which  replaced 
his  contacts  with  friends  and  finally 
dominated  his  life  entirely,  the  jour¬ 
nal  said. 

“The  preoccupation  with  the  com¬ 
puter  brought  about  a  mechanical, 
disillusioned  mentality  and  inhibited 
his  emotional  development,”  said  the 
article,  signed  by  three  doctors.
